The reason 
why there has been so nint h contro­ 
versy iii regard to the value of corn­ 
stalks as a green forage pl a it 
is be­ 
cause of the difference in the value of 
the stalks grown by thin or th ic k plant­ 
ing. 
When the crop i3 too th ic k iii the 
row’s or broadcast, the stalks are soft, 
weak and washy, and really worth very 
little except to fill up the stomach; but 
when the stalks grow the natural size, 
with all the joints perfect and cars set 
on them, there is, as Prof. Collier has 
demonstrated, a great deal more sugar 
w 
o 
n 
in them, and hence they possess more 
value for food. 
Farmers should learn 
by these facts to put iii the cornstalk 
crop much thinner than they have 
been in the habit of doing, as it is not 
so much the bulk of the crop or the 
stand upon the ground, as it is the per­ 
fection and maturity’ of the stalks 
which make them valuable. 
This con­ 
dition can best he reached by planting 
in drills. 
When this is done, and per­ 
fect stalks produced, there will be less 
controversy about the value of corn as 
a fodder-planL—Cor.

expense of it is not felt, while the great 
convenience is found to be indispensa­ 
ble and would not be given up for twice 
the expense. 
The labor to pump water from a well, 
and especially a deep one, the wives 
and daughters of fanners need not be 
told of; and it amounts to about the 
same or more labor even w hen there is 
a spring on the premises. 
With the 
wind-power the water can be drawn 
from a w’ell or a spring and delivered 
by pipes wherever it may be needed—

The “ service'1 is supposed to 
include the servants’ fees, but the boots 
and cham ber-maid will ask for a dou­ 
ceur. 
It is simply impossible to get a French 
hotelkeeper to Staten price which will 
include everything. 
Their minds can­ 
not grasp so com prehensive an idea; 
but they will grasp about everything 
else. 
Travelers used to vaunt tile “ Euro­ 
pean style” of hotel keeping on the 
ground that you only paid for what you 
had, and if away at hours for meals they 
are not charged to you; but lately even 
this consolation is denied, for when you 
get to your room you may or may not sec 
a little placard stating th at the price of 
rooms is double to those who do not take 
their meals in the house. 
The landlord 
is, however, very careful not to tell you 
of this beforehand. He would be a very 
rem arkable m em ber of his calling if lie 
were not a perfect reservoir of mean 
little tricks for plunderiug tourists.
